BALANCE OF POWER 
GAINED BY WOMEN 


Figures on States Compiled 
by W. T. Page, Clerk of 
House, Bring Surprise. 


(Associated Press.) 

Forty-three million men and wom- 
en, by far the largest number ever 
registered, have qualified to partici- 
pate in the battle of ballots at the 
presidential election on November 6. 

The total marks an increase of nearly 
14,000,000 over the vote cast in 1924 
and makes the figures of former years 
appear small in comparison. 

From coast to coast and from the 
Canadian border to the Rio Grande 
statistics gathered by the Associated 
Press tell the same story—that of un- 
precedented determination of voters of 
both sexes to participate in the con- 
test of 1928. 

All of those entitled to vote will not 
do so, however, for a study of the vote 
of other elections has shown a con- 
siderable percentage not exercising their 
privilege. A conservative estimate based 
on other years would indicate the stay- 
at-home vote at 15 per cent. 


Woman’s Vote Shows Gain. 


The estimated increase in actual votes 
cast, nevertheless, would be about six 
and one-half millions over 1924. This 
would make the estimated vote more 
than 35,500,000, compared with 29,091,- 
417 four years ago. 

One of the surprising results noted 
in the 1928 tabulation is the tremen- 
dous increase in the number of quali- 
fying ‘women voters. Political leaders 
and State officials generally agree that 
the women will hold the balance of 
power, Every State has shown a star- 
tling jump in the female registration. 
It has been impossible to ascertain the 
total number of women entitled to 
vote but, based on the known segrega- 
tion of registration, it is estimated that 
in the larger cities women will cast 
between 35 and 45 per cent of the total 
vote. The percentage probably will be 
smaller in towns and rural sections.

William Tyler Page, clerk of the 
House of Representatives, who for many 
years has made a close study of elec- 
tion figures, estimates that the poten-

Pasadena, Calif., Oct. 28 (A.P.).—The 
largest telescope ever made, twice as 
big and four times as powerful as the 
present greatest instrument, will be 
erected on some yet undesignated Cali- 
fornia mountain top. It will be a 200- 
inch reflector. 

Announcement of this plan, one of 
the most dazzling steps in astronomical 
research in many years, was made here 
tonight, and two outstanding aims were 
outlined. One is the capacity to de- 
tect millions of celestial bodies never 
before seen. The other is organization 
on a national scope of scientists and 
business men to insure maximum re- 
sults. 

The announcement was made by the 
California Institute of Technology to 
which the International Education 
Board ha. made an appropriation to 
bulld the telescope, laboratories and 
shops for its operation. The Carnegie 
Institution of Washington and the 
Mount Wilson Observatory are cooper- 
ating.

Wilmington, Del., Oct. 28 (A.P.).—The 
throttle to the already rapidly moving 
campaign machinery will be opened a 
notch wider tomorrow by Gov.

One of 
the men commanded him in a hushed 
voice to “Keep still.” 

The other told him to raise his hands 
Before he had a chance to comply with 
the latter order, his assailant struck 
him over the head. 

Smith told a reporter for The Wash- 
ington Post but a few seconds elapsed 
from the time he first saw the highway- 
men until they had slugged him and 
tossed him into a rear seat of the 
waiting machine As the car sped 
through the town, Smith said he lost 
consciousness. 

Smith expressed a belief that the rob- 
bers were hangers on around the race 
track. 

“It is probable that they discovered ] 
carried a large sum of money with me, 
and, learning of my habit of going to

CALIFORNIA TO GET 


GREATEST TELESCOPE 
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“should render possible the exploita- 
tion of many ‘island universes’ beyond 


the milky way, the nearest two or three | 


of which are now but slightly known 
It should tell us something about these 
spiral nebulae, millions of light-years 
distant, and much about the develop- 
ment of the stars of our own galactic 
system, one of which is the sun with 
its encircling planets. It should solve 
many of the problems of physics or 
chemistry that depend upon the enor- 
mous masses or temperatures, or upon 
the immense density or extreme tenu- 
ity, exhibited by celestial bodies in 
which titanic experiments exceeding 
the capacity of any tcrrestrial labora- 
tory are constantly in progress. Inci- 
dentally, it should reveal hundreds ot 
millions of stars and hundreds of thou- 
sands of nebulae beyond the range of 
existing telescopes.” 

The present most remote nebula ts 
estimated to be at a distance of 100,- 
000,000 light-years, a light-year being 
the distance light travels in one year 
There are [0,000 of these nebulae now 
known. Among the “titanic experi- 
ments,’ new light is expected upon Mil- 
liken’s discovery of rays from space 
which he identified as probably from 
the creation of the elements of which 
this world and other celestial bodies 
are made. 

One measurement hoped for is the 
Binary stars, which are two suns close 
together, revolving about each other 
Such measurements are believed to hold 
one of the secrets of how worlds are 
created.

ALCOHOL PLANT FIRE 


‘Five Hurt as Explosions Free 
Flood of Flaming Liquid 
in Philadelphia. 


DRY AGENT LOSES LIFE 


-_—_—— 


Philadelphia, Oct. 28 (A.P.).—Liber- 
ated by a series of explosions, a flood 
of flaming alcohol today wrecked the 
Government-supervised Publicker Com- 
mercial Alcohol Co.'s plant, causing two 


deaths and a property loss estimated at 
$2.000,000. 


Trapped in the cistern room of the 
distillery, where the first explosion oc- 


curred, Francis J. Sears, 28 years old, a 
Federal prohibition agent, and Hugh 
Duffy, 32, a mechanic, were showered 
with the flaming liquid and burned to 
death. 

Of the seven men in the building at 

the time of the explosion, three others 
were burned severly and two escaped by 
leaving through a window. 
Two firemen, working with hundreds 
,of others after four alarms had been 
‘sent in, were injured before the fire 
/was brought under control. Nearly 
three-quarters of a million gallons of 
alcohol was destroyed. causing a loss 
of approximately $1.500,000, while 
damage to the buildings was p'aced at 
an additional half million. The cause of 
the first explosion, which was followed 
' by a number of others when the flames 
|reached tanks of alcohol, has not been 
| determined. 

Sears, who was stationed at the plant 
to see that none of the alcohol was 
diverted to illegal use, was in the cis- 
tern room with Duffy when the first 
blast shook the building. They were 
enveloped in flaming alcohol and 
quickly perished. 

Other explosions followed as fire 
reached other tanks, and soon the en- 
tire plant of four combined buildings 
was in flames. 

Several theories as to the cause of 
the explosion were offered. K. C. 
Angney, acting chief of alcohol control 
for the Federal Prohibition Department, 
said he believed spontaneous combus- 
tion had started the fire. 

Employes said they had experienced 
considerable difficulty in keeping the 
alcohol at an even temperature because 
of recent sudden changes in the 
weather. In some way, it was said. one 
of the tanks may have become over- 
heated. 

Others said that alcohol fumes may 
have been ignited by a spark caused 
by dropping a steel tool on the con- 
crete floor, or even from scraping a 
nail in a shoe across the floor. 


BERMUDA AVIATORS

He 
expressed confidence, however, in his 
ability as a navigator to keep the plane 
on a course that would take them di- 
rectly to Bermuda. 

First announcement of the proposed 
flight indicated that a third person 
would be in the plane, but it was not 
until late last night that it became 
known that the passenger was to be 
the New York publisher, Mr. Putnam.

Sacco and Vanzetti were arrested on 
May 5, 1920, in Bridgewater, following 
the Braintree murder of April 15, 1920. 
Chief of Police Michael Stewart had a 
theory that the same quartet was im- 
pl'cated in both crimes, but Sacco had 
an ironclad alibi for the Bridgewater 
robbery, which took place on Decem- 
ber 24, 1919. He was never indicted. 

Vanzetti was convicted and sentenced 
for the robbery in July and then in- 
dicted, with Sacco, for the Braintree 
crime in September. Their trial began 
May 31, 1921, in Dedham. Both were 
found guilty. 

Then began the long series of stays, 
appeals and postponements, which 
made the pair internationally famous, 
and lasted until August 23, 1927, on 
which date they were executed.

In many ways, the campaign defies

Republican nominee, over his Demo- 
icratic opponent, Gov. Alfred E. Smith. 
| It always is the safest thing to do, 
anyway, to prophesy the election of a 
|Republican in national campaigns. A 
Political prognosticator who started out 
‘after the Civil War predicting the elec- 
\tion of Republican Presidents and kept 
it up until now would have missed it 
‘Only four times. In reality only three 
times, since no sane person would have 
‘forecast the election of a Republican 
‘In 1912, the year of the bull moose 
split. 
'_ Mr. Hoover apparently holds the lead 
in spite of the fact that the week ended 
last night was decidedly a Smith week. 
‘Gov. Smith's invasion of New England 
and the East took on the appearance 
Of a triumphal tour. His crowds in 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island and Con- 
necticut were unprecedented, and their 
enthusiasm bordered on frenzy and 
hysteria. In Philadelphia last night, 
a Republican citadel, his reception 
culminated in the wildest political 
demonstration the city has ever seen. 


West’s Revolt Indecisive. 


Coupled with this are reports of a 
new uprising in the Middle West and 
Northwest, against Mr. Hoover, at- 
tributed to his Madison Square Garden 
Speech last Monday night in which he 
branded certain theories relating to 
water power and farm relief which find 
‘support in those sections, as socialistic. 
The revolt of Senator George W. Norris, 
of Nebraska, and approval of Gov. 
Smith’s views on these two major is- 
‘sues by Senator Robert M. La Follette. 
of Wisconsin, undoubtedly have given 
impetus to the Smith movement in the 
corn and wheat belt. 

But notwithstanding all this, all the | 
straws still point to a victory for Mr. | 
Hoover. Polls, national, State and | 
local, in Republican and Democratic 
territory alike, all disclose a _ serious 
drift from Gov. Smith in his own 
party, due either to religious prejudice 
or to his stand on prohibition. ° 

It is true that these same polls show 
that Gov. Smith is drawing more heav- 
ily from the Repyblican vote of four 
years ago than he is losing Democratic 
votes to Mr. Hoover, but the very fact 
that he is losing Democratic votes is | 
what is imperilling his chances. 

With the women voting, the normal 
Republican majority in the country 
probably is between 3,000,000 and 4,- 
000,000, though under our electoral 
System, not all this has to be over- | 
come to make an election possible. | 
But it does show the miracle that has | 
to be wrought to elect a Democrat to | 
the Presidency. 

It is regarded as politically axiomatic, 
however, that a Democrat to win, not 
only must capture large numbers of 
Republican votes in the East and West, 
but he must hold his own party 
strength. It is exceedingly doubtful 
whether Gov. Smith can do both. 

The Democratic nominee is handi- 
capped further by the fact that a vast 
number of Republican farmers in the 
Middle West and Northwest who ordi- 
narily would support Gov. Smith on 
farm relief and water power, are with- 
holding their support because of his 
religion and because of his antiprohi- 
bition stand. 


Religion Main Issue, 


After five weeks of intensive cam- 
paigning by the Democratic nominee, 
the dominant issue is what it was at 
the outset, a Catholic wet against a 
Protestant dry, with the country over- 
whelmingly Protestant and unques- 
tionabiy dry, politically. Gov. Smith 
keeps pounding away on issues which 
he believes to be of far more im- 
portance to the country and to the 
welfare of its people, but the under- 
currents of religious intolerance are 
strong as ever, judging from the can-: 
vasses of sentiment. In no other way 
can the phenomenal increase in regis- 
tration everywhere be explained. 
Voters are not rushing to the regis- 
tration booths in unpreceednted num- 
bers merely to record their approval 
of his stand on farm relief, water 
power, and prohibition, no matter how 
good a case he may have made out 
for each or all of them. : 

There has been no other issue raised 
in the campaign of sufficient appeal to 
bring out such an army of new voters 
as have signified their intention of 
going to the polls one week from next 
Tuesday. It is not putting it too strong- 
ly to say the vast majority of these 
new voters are going to the polls this 
year to vote for or against Gov. Smith.

Boston, Oct. 28 (A.P.).—Dr. Albert C. 
Dieffenbach, of this city, editor of the 
Christian Register, whose discussion of 
church and state in politics during a 
speech before the Institute of Public 
Relations at Charlottesville.

The past month 
there has been a display of more in- 
telligence and restraint under provo- 
cation on the part of the voters in 
coming to a decision on this subject, 
one way or the other, than many per- 
sons believed possible. 


Nation Spiritual, He Says. 


“But one who has faith itn democ- 
racy and the plain sense of the peo- 
ple has no ground for fear. The best 
thing in this campaign is the fact tnat 
we now discuss the issue frankly. We 
have learned a fundamental truth— 
that the Nation is spiritual in its 
foundation and the corner stone is re- 
ligious liberty. We can and do demand 
liberty without being called bigots or 
intolerants, when there is difference 
of opinion as to what is meant by 
liberty.

The “Solid South,” which is experi- 
encing the thrills of a vigorous presi- 
dential campaign for the first time in 
years, has qualified more voters than 
ever before. Registration in the South- 
ern States is different than that which 
prevails in other sections of the. coun- 
try. South: Carolina, for instance, has 
a re-registration every ten years. In 
most of the South, once the voter is 
registered the registration holds good 
as long as he pays his poll tax. Pay- 
ment of the poll tax, however, is not 
always a fair criterion to measure the 
registration and the voting. In Arkan- 
sas, 345,687 persons paid a poll tax in 
1924, yet the.total vote cast for Presi- 
dent was only 138,532. 

Texas, which is being watched closely 


by both Republicans and Democrats 


this year, has-no registration of voters. 
Gov, Moody estimates the voting 
strength at 1.500.000. but expects a 
vote of only 800,006. based on past ex- 
perience.

It must de based on 
the assumption, though, that Hoover 
will run no better than Roosevelt 
Smith fell but slightly below a 500,000 
margin two years ago in his race with 
Ogcen D. Mills. 

There undeniably will be a_ 6plit 
among the Jews. They have largely 
been with Smith in his races for gov- 
ernor. This year a large proportion of 
the lower class, those subject to Tam- 
many influence, will remain with him 
On the other hand, the tendency in 
the higher clsas will be to respond to 
the pocketbook sense and vote the Re- 
publican’ ticket. In doing this they 
will be voting for one of their own 
race for governor, and it will be in- 
teresting to see how much Tammany 
can prevent Roosevelt from being cut 
by Jews who vote for Smith. Cttinger 
was the only one of his party to be 
elected two years ago. He is the State’s 
attorney general. 

It would be slily for the Democrats 
to try to get any comfort out of the 
fact that the New York Republican 
leaders did not want Hoover to be 
nominated. They deo not like him. but 
to suggest tat they are not trying to 
do everything within their power to 
win would be folly.

Murder Charge Out of Quarrel. 


Robertson was arrested on the mur- 
der charge as an outgrowth of an 
altercation he had with ‘Trout The 
building contractor went ‘to ths home 
of Trout the night of March 11 to 
collect money, he said that Trout owed 
him. An argument ensued. rout tes- 
tified in the murder case that Rob: 
ertson drew a gun. Robertson testi- 
fied that Trout was the one wno arew 
the gun and that he took it away 
from him and later turned it over to 
police at Bethesda. 

It was through the gun that Robert- 
son was indictei and tried for the mur- 
der of Mills July 7, 1927. The State 
contended a combination of the parts 
of the automatic pistol hich Robert- 
son turned over to police and parts of 
th: same style of automatic which was 
later found in Robertson's home fired 
the shots that killed the dairyman in 
a field of his farm just prior to sunrise 
nearly a year and a half ago. 

The verdict of the jury at 11:50 
o’clock Saturday night indicated that 
Frederick County farmers do not put 
much faith in identification of murder- 
ers by the type of bullet used. Expen- 
sive firearms experts were hired by both 
sides, including Col. Calvin Goddard, 
of New York City, noted specialist, by 
th. State. 


Much Technical Testimony. 


A large part of the trial, which lasted 
from Monday morning of last week un- 
til nearly Saturday midnight, was given 
over to technical testimony. 

That Robertson would be quickly ac- 
quitted of the murder of Mills did not 
surprise, it was observed, any of the reg- 
ular triatattencdants. The courtroom was 
filled practically all the time, even dur- 
ing some of the highly technical testi- 
mony about marks on shells and ridges 
on bullets. 

The State’s circumstantial evidence 
case against Robertson almost audibly 
collapsed when the defense called wit- 
nesses who testified that the typewriter 
on which the State claimed the murder 
note had been written was not pur- 
chased by Robertson from the R, P. An- 
drews Co., of Washington, until July 9, 
1927, two days after the murder. Neigh- 
bors testified. in addition, that they had 
never seen Robertson wearing a black 
shirt with wh‘t buttons, such as was 
Worn by the slayer of Mills, according 
to Clarence L. Mills, hired man, the 
only eyewitness.

Andrew I. Hickey, representative of 
St. Rose’s Technical School, in taking | 
exception to remarks made at the last | 
meeting of the Kalorama Citizens As- | 


ysociation, to the effect that the House 
of Detention should be no more ob- 
jectionable to the Southwest citizens 
than was the St. Rose's School to the 
people living in the vicinity of the 
school at Twenty-third and California 
streets northwest, last night explained 
the pufposes of the institution. 

In a letter sent to Spencer Gordon, 
president of the citizen's group, Hickey 
declared statements attributed to mem- 
bers that “two former inmates of the 
House of Detention were confined in 
the school,” were erroneous and pointed 
out that the two institutions are in 
no way comparable. 

“St. Rose’s Technical School was 
founded in 1868. Ite name suggests 
its purposes, which are to furnish a 
home and an education along techni- 
cal lines, anil cultural training to par- 
entless children of 14 years of age and 
over.” Hickey said. 

“St. Rose's is not a reformatory, nor 
& penal institution; it is not a house 
of correction; it is not of correction 
nor an institution where ‘inmates’ are 
‘confined,’ but it is a high class school 
of technical training,” he declared. 

In his letter Hickey pointed out that 
the members of the citizens association 
evidently were misinformed as to the 
nature of St. Rose’s School and in com- 
paring it in any way with the House 
of Detention perpetrated a grave in- 
justice to the school.

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BFER RUNNER KILLED 
FIGHTING POLICEMEN 


Was Forcing Bartender to 
Give Free Drinks When 
Patrolmen Entered. 


SHOT TRYING TO ESCAPE 


Chicago, Oct. 28 (A.P.).—George Kos- 
teneck, 85, aileged beer runner and 
gangster, was killed by police early 
today when they interrupted what 
they thought was a robbery. Later, 
however, police said that Kosteneck 
was “on business” for Joe Saltis, leader 
of one of the factions fighting for con- 
trol of the South Side beer distribution. 

A police squad driving past a soft 
drink parlor noticed the door was open, 
and stopped to investigate. Detective 
Thomas Curtin entered the place and 
found Kosteneck threatening the bar- 
tender, Thomas Ford, and eight cus- 
tomers, including a park policeman in 
uniform, with a sawed-off shotgun. 

Curtin ordered Kosteneck to drop 
his weapon. Instead he fired four shots 
at the policeman, who returned the 
fire. Kosteneck, wounded, dashed from 
the place, but was brought down be- 
fore he could escape. He was wounded 
three times. 

Ford, the bartender, told police that 
Kosteneck had entered the soft drink 
parlor, ordered every one to raise his 
hands, and then demanded to know 
whether the beer sold there was fur- 
nished by Saltis or Edward “Spike” 
O'Donnell, Saltis’ rival in the beer 
racket. 

When Ford told Kosteneck he did 
not know who furnished the beer, 
Kosteneck, Ford said, ordered him to 
serve drinks to every one in the place. 
Ford said he was complying when the 
police entered. 

Kosteneck, police declared, was bet- 
ter known as George Hart, alias Dar- 
row. Several weeks ago he was identi- 
fied by O’Donnell as the man to whom 
he was talking shortly before gangsters 
with machine guns opened fire on 
O’Donné#l, police said. O'Donnell was 
not wounded, although more than a 
score of shots were fired at him. Kos- 
teneck, however, was never connected 
definitely with the shooting. 

On September 13 Deputy Police Com- 
missioner John Stege arrested Kos- 
teneck under the name of Darrow and

Fight Sea, Hunger, Jungle 


Bougrat Tells How He and Companions Were Twice 
Wrecked—Without Food 4 Days, No Water for 
30 Hours—Avoided British Soil. 


Caracas, Venezuela, Oct. 28 (U.P.).— 
A thrilling epilogue to France's most, 
absorbing murder mystery of a decade 
was related exclusively to the United 
Press when D. Pierre Bougrat, under 
arrest again today, told how he escaped 
from Devils Island. 


Dr. Bougrat was sentenced in 1925 to 
life on the fever-infested, sun-broiled 
dot of land almost under the Equator 
where France sends the men she never 
wants to see again. Few men have 
cheated the horrors of the famous pena! 
colony off the coast of French Guiana. 
Dr. Bougrat, until 1925, was a re- 
spected physician of Marseilles. Then 
a stench in his office led to a horribie 
discovery. In a cabinet, supposedly con- 
taining medicines, wus found folded 
upon itself the body of Jacques 
Rumebe, who had once been one of 
Dr. Bougrat’s dearest friends. 


Still maintaining his innocence of the 
crime, Dr. Bougrat telegraphed to the 
United Press the details of his escape. 
He sent the wire from the jail at 
Carupano, the Venezuelan seaport 
town where he was taken after his 
escape and arrest. The physician-con- 
vict must remain there until the matter 
of his extradition is settled. Since 
Venezuela has no extradition treaty 
with France, Dr. Bougrat hopes to find 
a permanent asylum in this country 
Six weeks of peril and a thousand- 
mile journey in a cockleshell of a boat 
along the jungle-fringed coast of South 
America were necessary for the escape. 
Chances of success at beginning were 
hardly one in one thousand. 

“I escaped from the hospital at St. 
Lorinta, where I had been sent from 
the Island du Diable for treatment on 
August 30, Dr. Bougrat told the United 
Press. St. Lorinto is on the Maroni 
River, in French Guiana. 

“Two companions fied with me into 

the jungle, where we joined five others, 
who had escaped five days before, to 
prepare matters for our final desperate 
effort. 
“The second sunrise following we 
left the jungles and pushed out to sea 
in the small boat we had obtained. 
That was September 1. We knew that 
we must make Venezuela, which lay 
about 700 or 800 miles up the coast 
as the crow flies, but more nearly 1,000 
miles as we should travel.

We were 
nearly dead by then, but we mira- 
culously arrived on the coast between 
Soro and Irapa and found food after 
we had not eaten foi four days an 
had been thirty hours without water.’ 

Dr. Bougrat reiterated his innocence 
of the crime for which he was con- 
victed. His friend, Rumebe, had been 
collector for a French pottery firm. 
Bougrat said he died accidentally while 
under treatment at the doctor's office 
and he concealed the body for fear it 
would hurt his practice. 

The prosecution, nowever, introduced 
testimony to show that Dr. Bougrat was 
in neei of money and that the collector 
was in possession of a large sum when 
he died. 

Bougrat’s friends blamed injuries re- 
ceived in the war for the physician's 
erratic actions and sudden criminal 
tendencies.

Mr. Hoover 
received a noisy reception in New York 
City, but this is not a convincing indica- 
tion that he will carry the city. Gov. 
Smith was greeted with equal fervor in 
Philadelphia, but his warmest supporters 
probably do not regard that reception as 
a sign that the city will give him a 
majority. 

Second, the Republican party as a 
whole is standing behind the party 
nominee. There is no split in the ranks 
that’ elected Mr. Coolidge. But Gov. 
Smith’s wet campaign has badly split 
his party, especially in the dry South. The 
more he emphasizes the statement that 
he is not in a sham battle, but is deter- 
mined to bring about repeal of the pro- 
hibition amendment if elected, the more 
antagonism he arouses in the South and 
West. Senator Norris, on the same night 
that Gov. Smith made his strongest at- 
tack on prohibition in Philadelphia, de- 
claring it to be a vital issue, was telling 
a Western audience that Gov. Smith’s 
views on prohibition were not important. 
Norris’ stultification of his own stand on 
prohibition tends to destroy any influence 
he may have had in the dry West on any 
other question, especially since most of 
the real farm leaders have joined the 
loover forces, including the authors of 
the McNary-Haugen bill. 

Third, the opposition to the Govern- 
ment engaging in business is general, 
and has been intensified by Mr. Hoover’s 
speech in New York and by Gov. Smjth’s 
astonishing mistake in gauging public 
sentiment on this question. For years 
the protest against centralization of 
power in Washington has been increas- 
ing in force. Some of the most convinc- 
ing speeches against this tendency have 
been made by men in Gov. Smith’s own 
party, notably by Gov. Ritchie of Mary- 
land, Senator Robinson, of Arkansas, and 
Senator Bruce. They are now advocat- 
ing bureaucracy with respect to water 
power, while they so bitterly denounce 
it with respect to prohibition. The will- 
ingness of Gov. Smith to build up a great 
bureaucracy in Washington to take 
charge of the Government business op- 
erations has aroused the opposition of 
voters who are opposed to bureaucracy 
for any purpose. States’ rights Demo- 
crats are nonplussed by Gov. Smith’s 
contradictory position on this question, 
which is exactly contrary to his stand 
onthe liquor question. 

‘Perhaps if the independent voter's 
mind could be plumbed it would be found 
that the surrender of the Democratic 
party on the tariff question has made a 
profound impression in favor of Mr. 
Hoover, as representing the. party that 
has triumphed on this issue. The Demo- 
cratic party’s conversion to the protective 
tariff is a Republican victory of first 
magnitude. Gov. Smith’s proposal to re- 
vise the iariff by schedules, instead of 
dealing with the economic structure of 
the Nation as a unit, has a tendency to 
alarm every industry that is dependent 
upon protection. It would have no means 
of knowing when its business would be 
overhauled by Congress. This uncer- 
tainty would manifest itself instantly by 
a shrinkage of enterprise if the election 
of Gov. Smith seemed to be probable; and 
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biisiness'‘men {s obviously an indication 
‘that American industry as a whole ex- 
pects the election of Mr. Hoover. 


THINK TWICE, MR. VOTER. 


A little more than a week will elapse before 
the people will choose a President. Every- 
body has had an opportunity to contribute to 
the publie stock of information, but compara- 
tively few valuable contributions have been 
made. Personal abuse and misrepresentation 
have been more marked than in other cam- 
paigns. The display of angry passions has 
not been creditable to the American people, 
who have always prided themselves upon being 
“good sports,’’ devoted to the squate deal and 
able to take a political beating with fortitude 
and philosophy. 

Thanksgiving is drawing near, and beyond 
it looms the holy season when good will ambng 
men is an injunction taken to heart. Why 
not a little more good will now, when it is 
badly needed? If orators are anxious to win 
votes, they should begin by treating their 
opponents fairly and by appealing to rea- 
son. No Republican was ever won over to the 
support of a Democrat by arguments full of 
abuse of the Republican party; and no Demo- 
crat will desert his party merely because it is 
maligned. 

One side or the other is in for defeat. The 
beaten hosts will be forced to accept an ad- 
ministration that they have opposed. No doubt 
they will loyally accept the majority verdict, 
but individually they can accept it with better 
conscience if they have not indulged in vicious 
personal abuse of the man who is to be their 
President. The candidates should not be made 
to run a gantlet of slander and mudslinging. 
The presidential race in the United States 
should not take on the aspect of a cannibal 
orgy. Voters who have worked themselves 
up into a frenzy will soon have no occasion for 
indulging in excessive outbursts, and will dis- 
cover that the country would have been just 
as well off if they had been ruled by reason 
instead of passion during this campaign. 

No doubt false reports will be circulated in 
the closing hours of the campaign, intended to 
injure the candidates. Sensational ‘‘revela- 
tions” at this stage of the fight are apt to be 
inventions, and should be discounted. ‘The 
candidates have stated their case, and voters 
have sufficient material upon which to base 
judgments calculated to further the welfare 
of the country. Voters should think twice be- 
fore they cast a ballot for the gratification of 
personal spite or prejudice. Every voter is a 
director of the United States Government, and 
he should have some regard for the welfare 
of the concern that he helps to direct. 


SCHOOL DIPHTHERIA. 


Precautions against the spread of diphtheria 
in the schools are being taken by the District 
health authorities. Four deaths from the 
disease and sixteen positive cases discovered 
in four public schools of the Northeast section 
of the city have led to the quaranfiniIng of 71 
carriers of the germ. As rapidly as possible 
cultures have been taken of the throats of the 
children in the schools where the disease has 
appeared. 

It is one of the insidious characteristics of 
diphtheria that the germ may be readily car- 
ried by individuals who are not actively af- 
fected by the disease. Germs may appear in 
a culture at one time and not be present at 
another time. The difficulty lies, therefore, in 
detecting those who are a menace to their 
fellows. 

The measures that have been taken 
doubtless limit the disease and prevent its 
spread. The health department is usually able 
to suppress such outbreaks. Treatment for 
the disease {s along well established and effi- 
cient lines. Children found to be Infected can 
be saved if parents are vigilant.

EDUCATIONAL BROADCASTING. 


The first of the Damrosch educational broad- 
casts was well received. In New York City 
some 200,000 children assembled in their 
class rooms Friday morning to listen to Dr. 
Damrosch’s graphic description of musical 
works and to hear them played by an orchestra 
under his baton. From Pittsburgh to Dailas 
the greatest interest was reported. Broadcasts 
of apgropriate music will be conducted this 
winter by Dr. Damrosch as “‘the greatest ex- 
perimes@ of -his-long musical career.” If the 
experiment pYoves successful a new technique 
of teaching will have been born. 

Radio, as an educational medium, never has 
been developed to its fullest extent. Stations 
from time to time have broadcast so-called edu- 
cational programs, in which an authority, fre- 
quently a professional teacher, has expounded 
upon one subjecc or another, but such educa- 
tional programs have followed more or less 
closely the methods and technique of class- 
room instruction. Except in infrequent cases 
they have not proved popular. 

Dr. Damrosch, however, has developed a 
style that commands the interest of young and 
old alike. His radio concerts of recent seasons, 
preceded by a lucid and graphic explanation of 
what the music to be rendered seeks to in- 
terpret, have enabled thousands to appreciate 
and enjoy the program, Their education in 
music is a delightful diversion, but it is educa- 
tion, nevertheless, , 

Music lovers, school officials. and teachers 
will watch the experiment with interest. Dr. 
Damrosch has embarked upon an undertaking 
that promises to open a wide field for education 
by broadcasting. 


AIRPORTS OF ENTRY. 


Nothing could better illustrate the strides 
made by commercial aviation than the investi- 
gation now under way by the Treasury Depart- 
ment to determine whether or not the need 
exists for additional airports of entry to the 
United States. At the present time but six air- 
ports are thus designated—Albany, St. Paul, 
Los Angeles, Seattle, Key West and Miami. 
Conditions now are being investigated in about 
25 additional cities, and if there seems to be 
sufficient international traffic to warrant the 
step each will be designated an airport of en- 
try, and customs officials will be put.on regu- 
lar duty or stationed within easy-call. 

Air traffic between the United States and 
Canada has begun to assume considerable 
proportions, especially since the Montreal- 
New York line was established by Colonia] Air 
Transport several months ago. The line be- 
tween Florida and Cuba likewise has been 
well patronized, and the operating company 
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the Caribbean and toward Central and Latin 
America at an early date., There is some air 
traffic between the United States and Mexico. 
Each international air transport line has 
created customs administration problems, 
which as time goes on promise to increase. 

It will never be easy to enforce the customs 
laws in respect to air commerce, 
does not necessarily have to alight at an air- 
port; any level area, provided it is large 
enough, will do in a pinch, and if contraband 
is being run it may be worth while to risk a 
smash-up, absorbing the cost in the profit from 
the contraband, Heretofore the customs laws in 
respect to international air commerce have not 
been effectively enforced because the facilities 
were not available. It would be an excellent 
idea to designate official airports of entry as 
soon as possible, in order to do away with 
the temptation that must exist to fly freely 
across the border without bothering with cus- 
toms details. 


THE WOMEN’S MOVEMENT. 


Students of English literature, and espe- 
clally those who have taken any decided 
interest in the Shelley group, will not be sur- 
prised to find that, in a recently published 
book, “The Cause,”’ which is a short history of 
the women’s mowement in Great Britain writ- 
ten by Ray Strachey, Mary Wollstonecraft is 
represented as having set out “the whole 
extent of the feminist ideal.”” In truth, leaders 
of the movement for the emancipation of 
women, owe more to Mary Wollstonecraft 
than they ever knew or at least ever admitted. 
Sven Mrs. Strachey passes lightly over the 
services rendered by Mary Wollstonecraft and 
other forerunners of the modern agitation, and 
virtually makes her history begin with 
accession of Queen Victoria to the throne of 
the United Kingdom in 1837. She illustrates 
very forcibly the lack of freedom allowed to 
women in Britain previous to that date by 
telling that when Victoria, at the age of 19, 
“was called downstairs to hear that she was 
Queen of England, she came alone, and this 
was the first time in her life that she had been 
allowed to walk down the staircase without 
some one holding her by the hand.” 

One learns, or, as the case may be, recalls, 
with interest that it was the events attending 
the antislavery convention in London in 1840 
that focused public opinion upon the political 
standing of women. To that world convention 
the American abolitionists sent women dele- 
gates, and the leading British representatives 
refused to hear them, on the ground that fora 
woman to speak in public was “subversive of 
the principles and traditions of the country 
and contrary to the word of God.” How far, 
we have progressed in the intervening 88 
years! Mrs, Strachey tells with glee how, in 
face of that decision, Willlam Lloyd Garrison, 
who was to have been the dominating figure 
at the convention, ‘‘preferred to join the 
ladies,’”’ 

It is, perhaps, rather alarming to learn that 
Mrs. Strachey’s opinion is that, despite all 
that has been already achieved, the feminist 
movement is not yet at an end. One wonders 
whether the agitation is to continue until there 
has been a woman prime minister of Great 
Britain and a woman President of the United 
States, and whether, even then, new worlds to 
conquer will not be forthcoming. 
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TUBERCULOSIS. 


At the annual conference of the British Na- 
tional Association for the Prevention of Tuber- 
culosis, held the other day in London, striking 
testimony was adduced to show how efficient 
is the provision of proper treatment and 
adequate hospitalization facilities in checking 
the ravages of that disease. Statistics submit- 
ted by the medical delegates from Canada 
proved that in that dominion in the year 1900, 
when there were not 50 beds available for the 
sole cure of the tuberculous, the death rate 
was 180 per 100,000, while in 1914, with 
sanatorium accommodation gone up to 1,840 
beds, the death rate had fallen to 108 per 
100,000, and in 1927, when institutions for 
the treatment of tuberculosis had 56,204 beds, 
the death rate was reduced to 81.6 per 100,- 
000. These figures are, in themselves, suffi- 
ciently telling and need no comment. 

The history of the development of tubercu- 
losis among the Indians of the great Canadian 
plains, as related by Dr. R. C. Ferguson, direc- 
‘tor of the medical services of the Saskatche- 
wan Antituberculosis League, and medical su- 
perintendent of Fort Qu’ Appelle Sanatorium, 
was one of the most interesting subjects 
brought before the conference. These Indians 
originally had no fixed place of abode, but were 
strictly nomadic and followed the buffalo 
herds in their migrations. Upon the buffalo 
they depended almost entirely for their means 
of subsistence. They ate the meat without 
salt or condiment; they made the furs of the 
animal into robes and blankets; they tanned 
the skins and used them as covering for their 
lodges and beds; they constructed spoons and 
ladies from the horns. This state of affaira 
continued until the extermination of the buf- 
falo on the Canadian plains in 1879. In the 
winter of that year practically all the Indians 
of the plains were on rations from the govern- 
ment, and they immediately underwent a 
change of food from fresh buffalo meat to a 
largely farinaceous diet of white flour bannock, 
to which were added salt pork and tea. 

Now, there was no mention of tuberculosis 
among the Indians until about 1860. After 
that date sporadic cases were found, but the 
disease was uncommon and was unimportant 
as a cause of death. About 1884, however, it 
grew so prevalent as to assume the propor- 
tions of an epidemic, a condition to which the 
sudden change of food must, in the opinion of 
Dr. Ferguson, be considered an important 
predisposing factor. If this be correct, it 
largely justifies the practice of those old-fash- 
ioned physicians in other countries who 
ordered each of their consumptive. patients to 
eat a pound of raw fresh beef every day with- 
out salt. | 

As a matter of fact, fresh beef was added 
as a staple.diet in winter on the Saskatche- 
wan reserves about the year 1887. Since taen 
good food, housing, and sanitation have had 
a noticeable effect upon morbidity, especially 
noticeable among Indian children in schools 
of varying hygienic status, The death rate is 
still high, but the epidemic is on the wane. 
and after three generation of tuberculization 
the surviving Indians are biologically strong. 

A great medical problem seems to have been 
well taken in hand.

Veterans in Fight 
For Soldier’s Body 


Court Action Threatened by 
Relative in Dispute 


Over Memorial. 
Indianapolis, Oct. 28 (A.P.).—Taking 
issue with the Evansville (Ind.) Post 
of the American Legion over the ques- 
tion of the disposal of the remains of 
James Bethel Gresham, first American 
soldier killed in the World War, the 
Indianapolis Post of the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars announced today it will 
proceed with its plans for a memorial 
to be erected at Evansville. Gresham 
was killed in action November 3, 1917. 
He was buried at Evansville. 

Plans for a memorial brought ob- 
jections from Arthur G. Gresham, 
commander of Walter Q. Gresham Post, 
Veterans of Foreign Wars, who claims 
to be the dead soldier’s nearest living 
relative.

Approach of Balloting Fails 
to Halt Progress in Trade 
and Industry. 


STEEL PRODUCTION GAINS 


New York, Oct. 28 (A.P.).—Business 
and trade continued to make good pro- 


gress and maintain an even keel dur- 
ing the past week, with no sign of fal- 
tering as the national election drew 
near. 


Major industries progressed satis- 
factorily, with the metal and related 
lines still well in the lead. Steel mill 
activity remained around 90 per cent 
Of capacity, as compared to only about 
60 per cent a year ago. Some light 
recession seemed in prospect, as buy- 
ers in many instances anticipated re- 
quirements in September when prices 
were advancing. 

The year promises to better the pre- 
vious annual steel production record, 
chalked up in 1926, by at least 5 per 
cent. The Bethlehem Steel Company 
reported operations at 94 per cent of 
capacity, a new high for the company, 
and good demand for all products save 
railway equipment. President E. G. 
Grace, however, predicted that the rail- 
roads would soon te in the market for 
heavy orders of steel cars. Charles M. 
Schwab, chairman of Bethlehem, said 
the countgy was on the threshold of 
prosperity surpassing anything yet ex- 
perienced. 

The automotive industry continued 


its high rate of activity, although there 
was slight falling off of employment 
figures at Detroit, the chief center. 
They remained far ahead of this time 
last year, however, and well in advance 
of 1926, the industry’s record year. 
Building was also carried on at break- 
neck speed, although the Department 
of Commerce reported that new awards 
fell somewhat under the like week of 
last year. 


Earnings reports from large corpora- 
tions and railways for the third quarter 
were highly favorable in a majority 
of cases. Crude oil refineries in parti- 
cular showed marked improvement. 
The first 27 railroads to report Sep- 
tember net operating income showed 
an average increase of about 2144 per 
cent over September, 1927.

Even Younger Generation Is

- dist Prelate States. 

Paris, Oct. 28 (A.P.).—-The whole 
world, including the oft-abused young- 
er generation, is growing better, de- 
clares Bishop William O. Shephard, re- 
cently appointed Methodist Episcopal 
bishop for this district, who raised an 
optimistic voice in defense of the 
human race in the midst of the present 
pessimistic chorus.

S THE winter season approaches 
A we recall what seems to be 4 
connection between chicken pox 
and shingles. There is considerable 
evidence that a person with shingles 
can infect others with chicken pox, 
persons with chicken pox can infect 


others with shingles, and a person may 
have both shingles and chicken pox 
as a result of one infection. These 
facts seemed probable as a result of 
studies made nine years ago by Dr. 
E. L. McEwen. Others had reported 
cases before. Up to now there are re- 
ports of 250 cases made by physicians 
who thought they saw a connection be- 
tween the two diseases. 

Drs. Shelmire, of Dallas, Tex., report 
the case of a gardener who had a neu- 
ralgia of the head and face for about 
three months, He then developed shin- 
gles, or herpes, on his face, in his 
mouth, and on his tongue. The blis- 
ters were just those of herpes. Next, 
Similar blisters appeared on other parts 
of the body. The disease extended to 
his throat and windpipe. Finally pneu- 
monia developed and death resulted 
Autopsy showed that he had an excep- 
tionally bad case of herpes, commonly 
called shingles; that the blisters were 
unusually widely distributed over his 
body, and that the nerves and spinal 
cord were changed as they are in 
shingles. 

Two weeks later the man’s daughter 
developed an attack of chicken pox. 
She had not been exposed to this dis- 
order. This experience is the same as 
many others reported by physicians 
from various parts of the world. In 
some cases the evidence was conclusive 
that the party with shingles had never 
had chicken pox, and that the party 
with chicken pox had been exposed to 
Mingles, but not to chicken pox, 

A second attack of chicken pox 
very rare, if one ever occurred. In

S EACH new Bridge season comes 
A around, it brings with it a crop 
of errors which circulate among 
players of little experience and tend to 
bother them in their play.. This season 
is no exception in that respect, and a 
number of absurd “rulings” are obtain- 
ing widespread circulation in various 
sections of the country. I Know about 
this because questions about them are 
sent to me every day. The two ab- 
surdities which seem to be having a 
run right now have to do with De- 
clarer’s score when he is doubled. 

It frequently is contended that a De- 
clarer who makes more than the 
amount of his doubled contract is per- 
mitted to count for tricks (below the 
line) only his contract at doubled 
value, and that any extra tricks must 
be scored above the line at 50 or 100 
per trick (both rumors are current). 
As an example, if he bid two Diamonds, 
was doubled and made four-odd, the 
contention is that he would get only 
the amount of his doubled bid (two 
times 14 equals 28) below the line and 
a bonus (the amount of which seems 
to be in doubt) above the line. The 
correct score would be the doubled 
value of all four odd-tricks (four times 
14 equals 56) below the line, and 150 
(50 for making a doubled contract and 
50 for each extra trick) above the line. 

The misunderstanding in this case 
probably is due to confusion between 
Auction Bridge and Contract Bridge 
scoring. In Auction Bridge a player 
who makes his bid scores all his tricks 
below the line regardless of the size 
of his contract; and goes game when 
his trick-score reaches 30 or more; he 
gets his game (and in Progressives his 
bonus of 125) when his making it is 
due solely to the double, as it would 
be if a bid of three Diamonds was dou- 
bled and the contract was_made. 

Another misunderstanding of a some- 
what similar nature seems to arise 
when a Declarer goes down more tricks 
than the number he has bid. To il- 
lustrate: Declarer bids two (total of 
eight tricks) and makes only five tricks; 
the contention is that he can not be 
penalized more than his bid and that 
consequently the adversaries would be 
entitled to score only 100—50 for each 
trick that was bid and not made. The 
fact is that a two-bid is a bid to take 
eight tricks; and if Declarer should 
make only five, the adversaries have 
won three undertricks, for each of 
which they are entitled to 50 points 
if the contract was not doubled—100 
if doubled, 200 if redoubled. 

Honors are not affected by doubling, 
nor by a failure to make the contract; 
in all cases they are counted for th> 
side that holds them.

The Mosquito Tribe. 


OW that the “mosquito season” Is 
N past, we may speak about the lit- 

tle insects with léss uneasy feel- 
ings. They will not seem to be buzzing 
around our ears, or lighting on one of 
our favorite legs! 


An enlarged picture of the mosquito 
which spreads malaria. 


Mosquitoes are found in almost every 
part of the earth. They are thicker in 
some spots than in others (I know, for 
I've been in New Jersey!) but in the 
season we can be completely free of 
them hardly anywhere except on high 
mountain tops. 

My father went to Alaska in 1898 
looking for gold. With his comrades, 
he spent many nights sleeping in the 
open.’ 


After his return he told me of 


the big mosquitoes which used to hover 
around the camp. 

To keep the mosquitoes from enjoy- 
ing a free lunch, my father kept well 
covered during the night. Since he had 
to allow space for breathing, he wore 
a woolen hood which fitted over his 
head and left a small open space above 
his face. The open part of the hood 
had a rim about 3 inches high. The 
mosquitoes used to perch on the rim, 
but they did not dare come down the 
“hole.” 

Some mosquitoes carry the germs of 
malaria around. They send in germs 
with each bite. Within a week or two. 
the person has chills and fever, and 
& miserable time in general. Mosqui- 
toes which carry malaria are found in 
India, Africa, Spain, Italy, Mexico, Cuba 
and the southern part of the United 
States. 

The tropics have long been cursed 
with mosquitoes which carry the dread 
disease Known as yellow fever. To 
prove that the insects carried the dis- 
ease, several brave men let themselves 
be bitten. They took the fever and 
died. Since then special efforts have 
been made to stamp out the yellow 
fever mosquitoes.

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THE NEGLECTED HAIR- 
LINE. 

T IS the little things that make or 
mar! ‘The smartest coiffure in the 
world will fall far short of perfec- 

tion if, through fear of losing or dam- 
aging a wave, blackheads or enlarged 
pores are permitted to collect along the 
hair-line. 

Thorough and regular cleansing of 


the skin along the line of the hair }s 
an absolute essential of good grooming 
and it can be accomplished without the 
least damage to marcel or finger wave. 

e simplest method is to bind a nar- 
row strip of chamois snugly around the 
hair and to fasten it at the back with a 
pin. The chamoise will absorb any oll 
or water and prevent it from reaching 
the hair. 

A good cleanser is applied to the skin, 
then wiped away with soft cleansing 
tissues. The cleanser may well be used 
twice on the forehead. Next, the skin 
should be washed with tincture of 
green soap and hot water, the lather 
being well worked in, particularly where 
blackheads are evident. After this 
green soap treatment, the skin is rinsed 
with hot water, and the blackheads are 
attacked. In removing blackheads, the 
fingers should be lightly bound with 
clean cloth to protect the skin, which 
should never be pinched with the fin- 
gernails nor pressed so strenuously as 
to bruise it. One should remove only 
the blackheads that yield easily. Those 
that resist are left for the next treat- 
ment. The skin should now be rinsed 
first in hot water then in cold, and a 
mild astrintcnt may be applied. If the 
skin is inclined to be tender, a soothing 
antiseptic lotion may be used at béd- 
time. 

The vogue of bobbed hair brought 
with it another hair-line responsibility 
that is far too often neglected. Fre- 
quent attention to the hair at the back 
is all that will insure the short-haired 
woman unkempt appearance.

Gadsden Bryan Me- 
mortal Will Carry 
$30,000 Purse. 


2-Year-Olds Get Tests 
Against Older Stars 
at Popular Oval. 


T IS time for horsemen to consider 

I the stake program James F. 
O’Hara’s Southern Maryland Agri- 

cultral Association offers for the 12 
days of November racing that will be- 
gin at Prince George's Park, Bowie, Fri- 
day the 16th, the next day but one af- 
ter the finish of the Maryland Jockey 
Club's great meeting of a fortnight at 
Pimlico. 

These stakes will close Saturday, No- 
vember 3 Nominations may be made 
for them to the clerk of the course, 603 
and 604 Lexington Building, Baltimore, 
or at Bowie. Josepn McLennan is clerk 
of the course at Prince George’s Park. 
also handicapper and general factotum. 

One of these stakes, the Gadsden 
Bryan Memorial, a dash of one mile 
and a sixteenth for horsese of all ages 
that was formerly called the Southern 
‘Maryland Handicap. will be the second 
richest of Maryland races this fall. The 
added money will be $30,000, an ad- 
vance of $5,000 over last year’s contribu- 
tion to the purse by the Southern Mary- 
land Association. 

It will cost $100 to enter and another 
$100 to start. Generally, Bryan Mem- 
orlal revivals attract 6C to 70 nomina- 
tions and 15 or more starters. There 
should be more than $40,000 for the 
winner of this splendid race, which as 
regards value will. yield only to the 
Pimlico Futurity. The Pimlico Fu- 

turity, a produce race for two-year-olds, 
should gross about $70.000 and pay its 
winner above $60,000. 

Originally the Bryan ‘Memorial or 
Southern Maryand Handicap was a dash 
of one mile. The distance was stretched 
last fall to get the starting place far- 
ther from the first turn. 

At one mile it was much too 
close. Under its new name, a name 
it has borne for three seasons, now 
Bowle’s most richly endowed fall 
special, commemorates the tate 
Gadsden G. Bryan, who 15 years 
back collaborated with James F. 
O'Hara in establishing racing at 
Prince George’s Park, Bowie, and 
later in similar enterprises” tn 
Louisiana, Mexico and Canada. 


The old wooden stand Byran and 
O’Hara erected at Bowie in the summer 
of 1914 of timber cut and sawed on 
thelr square mile of property burned 
down a year ago last spring and out of 
its ashes arose a new structure of steel 
masonry and cement that seats nearly 
20,000, and is generally regarded the 
most imposing structure of its kind ex- 
tant, although there is nothing the 
matter with the new stand at Laurel 
Frank Frainie put up last summer. 
Fred Wright built the Bowle stand and 
in incredibly short time. It was late 
tn July last year before his foundations 
were finished and the first piece of steel 
was hoisted into place. 

The other stakes of the impending 
Bowie meeting will be renewals of the 
Prince Georges Fall Handicap, $10,000 
added, one mile and a sixteenth, for 3- 
year-olds; the Endurance, $10,000 added, 
one mile and seventy yards, for 2-year- 
olds exclusively, and the Thanksgiving, 
$10,000 added, one mile’ and. three- 
sixteenths, for 3-year-olds and over 
Until this year the Endurance has been 
the getaway day attraction at Bowie. 
Thig fall the Thanksgiving will be, be- 
cause Thanksgiving Day will be the last 
Gay. The distance of the Endurance 
was stretched 70 yards last fai) for the 
same reason the Bryan Memorial was 
lengthened. The Prince George’s will 
be the salutatory feature. The Endur- 
ance will be run Tuesday, November 27. 


In last year’s Endurance, Sortie, 
one of the crack 2-year-olds of the 
current season, licked the destined 
American and Latonia Derbys and 
Lincoln Handicap winner, Toro, 
along with Centaur and seven to 
eight other sprightly youngsters. 
Winners of earlier ‘evivals of this 
highly attractive annual have been 
Out Oui, Treetop, Sumpter, High 
Star and Dolan. 


The impending revival will attract 
a better lot of entries than any of the 
past has because of the presence in 
Maryland of a score or more of first~- 
class youngsters that were withheld 
from spring and early summer racing 
to the end that they might have time 
for normal development. The Bryan 
Memorial will get these youngsters, too. 
No two-year-old has yet won a Bryan 
Memorial, although illie K. finished 
third to Glister and Backbone a couple 
of seasons back. 

Good two-year-olds used to hold their 
own @arlier than November with older 
horses of the first class in races over 
distances of ground. Plaudit, a des- 
tined Kentucky Derby winner, defeated 
-Ben Brush, a four-year-old that had 
already won his Kentucky Derby, along 
with some less famous three-year-old 
stakes and revivals 0! the Suburban and 
Brighton Handicaps as well, in a dash 
of one mile and a sixteenth at Grave- 
send in September. 1897. _A few years 
later The Minute Man trimmed Mc- 
Chesney, the four-year-old sensation of 
his day, in a dash of one mile at Sheeps- 
head Bay in the first fortnight of Sep-. 
tember. 


The Election Day Handicap of 
1906 at Aqueduct, a dash of one 
mile and a furlong, was won by 
Philander, a two-year-old son of 
Ben Brush, in 1:52. Philander, by 
no means a star, licked a fleld of 
stout older horses and the mark 
he made was an Aqueduct track 
record for a number of years. 


The contention that racing two-year- 
olds over middle distances with older 
horses in late autumn is harmful to 
the younger horses is the sheerest rot. 
It has been done wherever horses race 
for a century. The late William Lake- 
land once told the writer that he pre- 
ferred training a two-year-old for such 
@ race to readying up for a sprint of 
five furlongs and a half or six, in which 
he was to meet horses of his own age 
Lakeland maintained that two-year- 
olds survived such racing more satisfac- 
torily than they did sprinting. Lake- 
land knew his stuff. He developed 
Domino, a Futurity winner which still 
holds the. juvenile money earning rec- 
ord of $170,890 made in 1893 . He won 
another Futurity in 1906 with Elec- 
tioneer, a son of Voter.

South Washington Bodies Lay 
Matter Before Ballou 
in Letter.

OUTLINE BUILDING PLAN 


A request for immediate action on 
the proposed project for replacement 
of the Jefferson Junior High School was 
made by. the South Washington Citi- 
zens Association and the Parent-Teach- 
ers Association of the Jefferson Junior 
High School in a letter sent last night 
to Dr. Frank W. Ballou, superintendent 
of schools. 


In order that the project may pro- 
ceed without delay, the organizations 
named the grounds adjacent to the 
school as an alternative to the location 
at Tenth and H streets, known as the 
Water street site, previously recom- 
mended by them as a site for the new 
school. This recommendation was made 
when it became apparent that some 
Officials Jooked with disfavor.on selec- 
tion of the Water street site. 


Furthermore, the organizations de- 
clared the people of the Southwest sec- 
tion of the city do not want the inclu- 
sion of the present structure as part 
of the proposed replacement, and asked

Citizens Suggest Design. 


The organizations recommended that 
a building similar in construction and 
capacity to the new Garnet-Patterson 
School, nearly completed, with two ad- 
ditional rooms for a public library, be 
erected on the site of the present 
school at Sixth and L streets, facing 
Sixth street. 

Alterations in designs of the Garnet- 
Patterson School be made to adapt 
them to the peculiar needs of this 
location also were asked. 

The citizens based their estimate for 
the size of the new building on the 
needs for the following rooms: Two 
gymnasiums, an assembly hall, lunch 
room, matron’s room, principal’s of- 
fice, clerk’s office, a stroage room for 
books and supplies and 31 classrooms. 


Action Left to Ballou, 


The classrooms would be used as fol- 
lows: Fifteen for academic classes, one

Fliers, 7 Miles Up, Unable 
To. Return to Earth Again 


Frozen Controls Leave Capts. Street and Stevens Stalled 
in Air—Overcome Difficulty, Only to Run Out of 
Gas—Wild Dive to Ground Succeeds. 


How would. you like to be 7 miles 
above the earth in an airplane, with 
your throttle and supercharger con- 


trols frozen by the intense co.d, un- 
able to descend and with your gaso- 
line supply exhausted? 

That was the experience of *Capts. 
St. Clair Street and Albert W. Stevens 
on a recent altitude flight made pri- 
marily for the purpose of testing 
camera equipment in the rarified at- 
mosphere, and to experiment with a 
new method of obtaining altivude 
measurements by means of pnotc- 
graphs. 

The plane, the same as used on ear- 

ler altitude flights by former Lieut. 
John A. MacReady and Lieut. Willian. 
H. Bleakley, rose to a height of 37.854 
feet, only 564 feet below “he world’s 
record established by Lisut. C. C. 
Champoin, of the Navy, in a one-man 
flight. 
The altitude attained by Capts 
Street and Stevens must remain un- 
official, but they reached che greatest 
height ever flown in a plane witl 
more. than one man. Furthermore, 
they operated under the additional 
handicap of 225 pounds, the weight 
of the photographic equipment. 

It may appear rather strange that an 
air corps pilot of long experience and 
demonstrated ability apparently mis- 
calculated the length of time he was in 
the air and permitted his gasoline 
supply to become exhausted. However, 
Dame Nature, not Capt. Street was re- 
sponsible for this development. 

The Army pilot did everything pos- 
sible to “get down” from the ceiling, 
but the intense cold had caused the 
metal of the controls to freeze so tight 
they were absolutely immovable. He 
nosed the plane down, but being un- 


able to reduce the speed of his motor, 
the flying contraption actually gained 
a little more altitude. For a time it 
looked like the -heavier-than-air plane 
had solved the gravity problem and 
proposed to hang suspended far above 
the earth. 

After much patient effort Capt. 
Street managed to get down to the 
34,000 foot level. After a considerable 
wait there the warmer air -finally 
thawed out the controls sufficiently 
to enable the pilot to move them. It 
was tpen that both fliers discovered 
that e gasoline supply had become 
exhausted. 

There they were, 7 miles above the 
earth. With the engine sputtering, 
Capt. Street. closed the radiator shut- 
ters, pulled back the throttle and the 
plane began to drop. The propeller 
continued to turn rapidly from the 
push of the plane, and at intervals a 
few spoonfuls of gasoline would drop 
from the virtually empty tank into the 
carburetor line as the plane lurched 
into air pockets. With thg ignition 
switches still on, the engMe would 
sputter from time to time, and fortu- 
nately kept warm enough to prevent 
the cylinder jackets from freezing. 

After gliding from 34,000 feet to 
20,000 feet the engine quit completely. 
At that time the plan ewas over In- 
dianapolis. The glide was headed in 
the direction of Dayton, Ohio, whence 
the flight started, but Wright Field 
was still 75 miles away when the 
ground began to loom up close. 

Capt. Street made a perfect landing 
in a large field near Rushville, Ind. 
Fifty gallons of high test gasoline was 
obtained in Rushville and the plane 
again took off for home. either flier 
suffered the slightest inconv@nience in 
the rarefied air,

There is no method of appraisal 
whereby “Waterfront” may be classed 
among the big p'ctures. Neither is 
there any by which it may be designat- 
ed anything but a delightfully incon- 
sequential comedy that travels along at 
& Sprightly clip from first reel to last 
wit its action thickly peppered with 
laughs. Just a lot of fun, with as en- 
gaging a brace of portrayals of sponta- 
neous youth as I have ever seen ema- 
nate from the brisk and breezy endow- 
ments of Dorothy Mackalill and Jack 
Mulhall. 

Miss Mackaill is cast as the daughter 
of a tugboat captain whose home has 
always been down among the docks— 
not in the usual tough sense, for her 
dad loves the country and hopes to end 
his days on a farm, so has a little gar- 
den outside his cottage, and all of that 
—and it is, therefore, natural that she 
should dream of a life on the sea. Mr. 
Mulhall appears as a sailor aboard a 
tramp steamer towed to the wharf by 
Capt. Andrews’ tug, and he, too, aspires 
to an acre : Ja cow. To make the 
none-too-long story short, and no at- 
tempt whatever to apprehend any of its 
laughter, the young people fall in love 
after a most tempestuous evening at the 
Longshoreman’s Ball, planan elopement 
that is a sheer frame-up on the part 
of the bridegroom and the bride’s con- 
vincing father, and then—decide to set- 
tie down of a farm! 

This is the first plot I ever remerber 
having seen in which a difference of 
this kind was compromised by doing 
what the husband wanted! Perhaps 
that is why I like it so much—or it 
may be merely its constant flow of 
crisp comedy, the naturalness of the 
principals and the novelty of the set- 
ting. Possibly the unique combination 
of all these highly desirable qualities 
has something to do with it. 

There is a comparatively unknown

“TWO LOVERS.” Sound-picture pro- 
duced by Samuel Goldwyn for United Ar- 
tists release, from Baroness Orczy’s novel, 
““Leatherface.” Directed by Fred Niblo, 
with Vilma Banky and Ronald Colman co- 
starred. Reviewed Saturday afternoon. 


If it will be of any aid to the habitual 
moviegoer in arriving at a quick classi- 
fication of “‘Two Lovers” for me to in- 
dicate earlier productions to which it 
bears closest resemblance, I should say 
that this final costellar vehicle for the 
romantic talents of Vilma Banky and 
Ronald Colman represents a fair com- 
posite of the salient qualities of “The 
Mark of Zorro” and “Lorna Doone,” 
with the element of sound more or 
less ineffectually added. 

The time of the story is 1592 and the 
scene Flanders under the oppressive 
yoke of Spanish tyrarny. It is, there- 
fore, what used to be quickly and com- 
prehensively catalogued as a “costume 
picture.” The costumes of the period, 
it may be said, appreciably enhance 
Miss Banky’s already generous pictorial 
allurement and in no way lessens the 
effectiveness of a virile and sympathetic 
performance on vhe part of Mr. Colman. 
To me the repetitious action employed 
to emphasize the hardship of an attack 
on the moated castle through neck- 
deep muck failed utterly to accentuate 
the element of suspense for which it 
presumably was introduced. The knife 
duels and frequent personal combats, 
on the other hand, struck me as being 
quite in the spirit of the plece and 
wholly up to Mr. Niblo’s usually high 
standard of direction. 

The plot, of course, centers in the 
marriage of convenience arranged by the 
Spanish governor between his Castillian 
niece and the son of the bailiff of 
Ghent, who happened to be Leatherface, 
an avenging leather-masked phantom 
whose blade made things exceedingly 
difficult for tthe more predatory of the 
alien despots, including the . Spanish 
captain whom his wife thought she 
loved. It was through a revelation of 
Don Ramon’s perfidy that the beauty’s 
hatred of her husband was turned to 
love and the Flemish patriots admitted 
to the stronghold where Azar the gov- 
ernor, plotted their extinction. Quite 
as swashbuckling a tale as the most ar- 
dent romanticist could desire. 

Miss Banky Offers a portrayal that 
never strikes any considerabie fire, but 
seems to rely upon her placid beauty 
for its purest appeaF*Mr. Colman, never 
one of our most nimble mimes, con- 
tributes what for him is a decidedly 
spirited interpretation of a role that was 
fashioned for a Fairbanks. Noah Berry, 
Paul Lukas, Eugenie Besserer Nigel de 
Brulier, Virginia Bradford and Helen 
Jerome Eddy lead a supporting cast of 
obvious competence. 

The picture is elaborately staged, and 
never fails to fill the eye, even when 
ithe action stagnates between climacteric 
lepisodes. The sound embellishments are 
'so infrequent as to be negligible, con- 
| sisting principally, when they occur at 
‘all, of mob effects and knocks at the 
| door. 

Indeed, Movietone seemed not to be
